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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant has argued that the combination of references fails to teach authenticating the mobile node to the network and authenticating 
the network to the mobile node is performed in a single round trip. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Marcovici teaches a single round trip 
authentication procedure (see Page 5). On the return leg of the round trip (steps d and e) the network authenticates to the mobile station. 
Marcovici fails to teach the mobile station authenticating to the network on the outbound leg of the round trip. However, Fehnel in 
combination with Marcovici meets this limitatation because Fehnel teaches the initial outbound leg of an authenticaton procedure being 
used to authenticate a mobile station to a network. Thus, the combination teaches all of the limitations. Marcovici's initial leg of the round 
trip could be combined with Fennel's to provide mutual authentication. Thus a single round trip may still be used. 
Further, Applicant argues there is no motivation to combine because there is no motivation for performing both authentication in a single 
round trip. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Marcovici teaches a single trip authentication scheme that authenticates a network to the 
mobile station. There are advantages in terms of increased security to be received from using Marcovici's single trip authe. 
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
